Second, they carry a lot 
of cash, credit cards, expensive cam- 
era equipment and sometime pa 
ports, which are valued on the black 
market. 

To help ensure that you don’t fall 
victim to a crime while on vacation, 
AAA offers the following safety tips: 

In an Airport ora plane: 

Wait for flights on the gate side of 
the security checkpoint. 

Be mindful of your luggage. If you 
nap, prop your feet on your bags.

Don’topen the doorto anyone with- 
out first asking to see identification 
through the peephole. 

In a Car: 
Know where you’re going and stick 
to well-lit roads. Drivers who get 
lost often get into trouble. 

If you're in a minor accident you 
suspect was caused intentionally, 
drive to a public area (a shopping 
center, a gas station or police facility, 
for example) before pulling over to 
inspect the damage. 

Drive on if you're flagged down 
by someone involved inaminoracci- 
dent.

NEWBRUNSWICK—Thepartner- 
ship fora Healthy Middlesex County, 
which has grown from a local health 
assessment initiative started in 1995 
by the Health Task Force of New 
Brunswick Tomorrow (NBT), has an- 
nounced its formation to assess the 
health needs of the county and de- 
velop a plan for an improved network 
of health care services. NBT is the 
city’s private revitalization agency 
which concentrates on human/social

The initial phase of the assess- 
ment process will begin with a tele- 
phone survey of over 3,000 randomly 
selected households to be conducted 
by the Eagleton Institute’s Center for 
Public Polling at Rutgers University.

absence of tobacco, alcohol, other 
drug abusive behavior, sex outside 
of marriage, obesity or other high- 
risk tendencies that plague black 
American communities. 

Fathers receive intense non-tra- 
ditional one-on-one support, group 
support, family outreach, fathering 
skills, health and nutrition informa- 
tion, medical and housing referrals, 
as well as educational and career 
guidance. Most services are pro- 
vided in the home of the father, 
permitting his issues to be managed 
at the core, which establishes qual- 
ity at the source. 

Despite its unorthodox ap- 


proach, a 1993 reactive evaluation of 
the Cleveland program and services, 
conducted by Drs. G. Regina Nixon 
and Anthony E.O. King of Case West- 
ern Reserve University, documented 
the positive impact the institute has 
had on its participants. Findings in- 
cluded: 

* 97 percent spend more time with 
their children and are providing fi- 
nancial support. 

* 96 percent experienced an improved 
relationship with the child’s mother. 

+ 92 percent developed positive val- 
ues and attitudes. 

+ 70 percent of fathers completed 12 
years of education; nearly 12 per- 
cent at least one year of college.
